The best recertion is on short 
wave during the evening hours, The most popular programa ssen to ba "hr to 
vine" (le know it) end "Velazy Domeva (“essages home). Political comments 
and speeches from former political leaders now in exile are algo eagerly 
listened to, According to sowree, the morale of the population has improved 
as & result of the RFE broadcasts. 


2. In iioravia RFE can be heard quite well. in spite of jamming, In Hranice 
(710/025) the best recention is in the evening on short wavs, “In Opava 
(P40/029) the recestion is even better than in Hranice and programa ean be 
hesrd during tho day on short’ and medium waves... The programs allecedly have 
haci @ Jecisive influence on the morale of the population. ‘“laasages hone" 
is one of the most popular presentations, 


3. In Pracue (051/38) and in Horazdovice county Radio Free Europe can hardly be 
heerd, The best reception is after 9:00 P.M. on short save, but frequently 
the: jamming is so successful that the propram cannot be heard at all. 


4 The "Balloons for Freedom" did not have meh effect in the Prague area, since 
most of the leaflets vere picked up by polices before the neopls could reach 
them. Some of the balloons found their way to lbdrany (051/L77) and Benesov 
(0f0/L?5). In general, the contents of the leaflets vere unfavorably received, 
particularly by the intelligentsia, vho felt that the messages vere written 
by peosle whe have no contact with Czechoslovakia, and who do not Imow the 
present-day situation there, 
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The poptiation of lbravia was inforned by radio about the coming balloons, and 
the xeonle vere waditiny for them. Balloons cid not cet as for as Hranice, 
but a munber reached Onava, Sone were confiseated by SB uenbors, 


Ealloons Landed in the villages of Zelena Lhota (350/099), Chuidenice (:180/P91) 
and Jyreke (:150/099), but most of the balloons seenad to drift furthor inland, 
est of those whe found sone of the leaflets turned the over to the SB 
bocaiise they vere afraid to be found in nosgession of then. 


Sone of the leaflets landed In Javori (N50/Q18), Horni Tegov (350/01%) and 
Loucovy (1150/028), Although an order had been passed forbidding the ponulation 
to touch these leaflets s Many were nonetheloss niclzed up before SNB menbera 
“ere able to take prohibitive measures. These then vere circulated in other 
places vhere they did not land, feachers instructed sehool children to collect 
the leaflets and bring them to school, or to report where balloons had fallen, 
The ontire action was favorably accevted as a note of’ encouragenent fron the 
“ast. - 
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
